e have just completed our annual board meeting 
WW and a great deal was accomplished. The most 
important point, as far as membership is con- 
cerned, was the dues discussion. Our last dues increase was 
four years ago and since then printing prices, paper costs, 
postage, and labor have increased tremendously. This put 
QCWA at a point where we were finally dipping into our in- 
vestments. As nearly all of you know, we have made every ef- 
fort to increase our service to the membership. Our Journal 
improvement was a really big step.We now have an organiza- 
tion that we can be very proud of. The increase is as follows: 
yearly dues from $15 per year to $20, two year dues will be 
$35 and $50 for three years. There is no change at present in 
life membership dues. These new prices will take effect on 
January 1, 1996. 

On the good news side, your scholarship program is very 
strong, as it is at $130,000 plus and the interest from that 
money will provide us with 14 scholarships next year. If you 
know of a student that is a ham and that you think deserves 
recognition - let us know.

Maybe it will provide you with some 
guidance in the upcoming election - Jack Kelleher, your vice 
president has been a tireless (and extremely efficient) worker. 
l appointed him chairman of the Finance and Administration 
Committee and he has performed excellently. He will make 
you a very good president. John Swafford, W4HU, secretary - 
and that is a thankless job requiring a lot of detail and hard 
work. John is superb in the job. He keeps the Board informed, 
maintains the Directors and Chapter handbooks, and at our 
meetings he keeps excellent minutes and provides us with 
updated agendas for the meetings. | don't know at this point 
who is going to be running for treasurer but I can comment 
about our vice president candidate, Ed Yoder. Any task | have 
given Yoder he has accomplished in an outstanding and timely 
manner, Every indication tells me that he will be excellent in 
the job.

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General Manager's Report

ere we go again, with another issue of the Journal 

H to be published and sent on its way. Time sure seems 

to go fast these days, can't figure out whether 1 am 

getting slower, too many irons in the fire, or time somehow 
gets destroyed before I can use it up. 

One of our greatest operations is the Internet Home Page 
for QCWA. We have had a host of comments sent to Head- 
quarters, many of them with some valuable suggestions for 
the page. Late in August we installed a counter and in the 
middle of November we had recorded over 1300 contacts with 
the home page. Early in October we established an electronic 
application which when completed is automatically e-mailed 
to Headquarters. We now have received some 14 of that type 
of applications. 

Our next venture was to establish a new section under the 
Home Page which is an electronic museum. Hopefully we will 
have sample stations by ten-year increments as well as pictures 
of amateur radio equipment across the years. A number of 
people are sending us prints and descriptions of the pictures 
so we can scan them for our files. The prints are promptly 
returned to the sender. Have you some prints you would like 
to share with us? 

Another new area will be some space devoted to specific 
Chapters. Where they are located, how they operate, special 
activities they are engaged in and even pictures of events or 
people involved in the Chapter. We have a number of very ac- 
tive Chapters out there and what and how they do things may 
very well be of interest to other Chapter people. 

A number of questions about how to establish a Chapter. 
Not at all difficult. You need a minimum of ten QCWA mem- 
bers to form a Chapter. You need to meet and select some of- 
ficers and a name for the Chapter and when you let us know 
we will send you a Chapter application and a small manual of 
information about operating a Chapter. After the Charter Ap- 
plication is received here at Headquarters and all is in order, 
the Charter is granted. Currently we have about ten new pro- 
spective groups working towards a new Chapter. The latest 
Chapter is 194 organized on the big island of Hawaii. 

One of the great things about this job is the ability to travel 
and visit with Chapter people, and to attend National Conven- 
tions. It is almost like visiting with your family. Last month on 
a Saturday I drove to Seattle (5-3/4 hours), attended a meeting 
of Chapter 4, received a substantial contribution for the Schol- 
arship Fund and then came home (another 5-3/4 hours). Dur- 
ing the same month there was an excellent convention in New 
Hampshire, and what a great bunch of people and activities. 
This month a trip down to Sacramento to visit with Chapter 
169, and to also visit and take some pictures of Don Johnson, 
W6AAQ, working on his wonderful mobile "screwdriver" an- 
tenna and also to see some changes he has been investigating. 
By the way, I left here at 7 AM and got there about 4 PM and all 
the way I talked with Don and his friends on 75 and 40 meters. 
I have some nice pictures for the next issue of the Journal and 
we plan on a small story about his efforts for all of us. 

A recent mailing arrived, and this will be a special story in 
the next issue. The mailing is titled "Morsels" and comes from 
the University of Wisconsin. It's the newsletter of Morse 2000 
Outreach. At first glance, and I will have more information,

Minutes of the QCWA Board Meeting 


Manchester, NH, October 12-13, 1995 


i: meeting was called to order by President Lew McCoy, 
WIICP, at 8:38 AM on October 12, 1995, at the 
Manchester Holiday Inn. All Board members were present ex- 
cept Milly Wise. Also in attendance were: President Emeritus 
Leland Smith, W5KL and General Manager Jim Walsh, W7LVN. 
Invited guests included candidates Leland Smith Jr, W4YE, 
Richard Stalls, K4KYO and Jay Strom. 

The Board observed a Moment of Silence for all Silent Keys, 
and especially Arthur Miligan, W8KW, retired Director. 

The April 1995 minutes were approved as published in the 
latest Journal. The Proposed Agenda was approved. 

President McCoy advised the Board of critical correspon- 
dence from several members who objected to the contest aura 
of the QSO party. He noted that our certificates refer to the 
party as a contest. After some discussion it was agreed that a 
new certificate will be made up deleting any reference to a 
contest. 

Some time ago VP Kelleher circulated a memo, by Board 
candidate Richard Stalls, K4KYO, concerning FCC regulatory 
activity. Kelleher asked that Board members submit comments 
to him for discussion at the Spring meeting, rather than con- 
sidering the Memo at this meeting. He also mentioned the 
anticipated New Zealand proposal to WRC-5, to delete ITU 
Radio Regulation 2735, which requires CW proficiency for 
amateur operators using frequencies below 30 MHz. Direc- 
tors Troster and Huntoon supplied information on IARU in- 
volvement. IARU is much stronger than heretofore, and is 
opposed to the proposal, as is the ARRL. 

General Manager Jim Walsh's report included numerous 
items of interest, including the increasing use of the HQ BBS 
by members, and the recent innovation of a Home Page on the 
Internet. E-mail from the Home Page has already included a 
number of applications for membership. 

A new ICOM 738 has been installed at the HQ Club Sta- 
tion, W2MM. QCWA HQ, being on a major freeway, enjoys a 
number of visitors every month. The publicity and recruit- 
ment package for hamfests is popular with Chapter members. 

Special efforts continue to take advantage of the lowest 
USPS rates for mailing the Journal. 

Treasurer Wes Randles presented a Financial Report for 
the first seven months of 1995, with several exhibits, dealing 
in some detail with the scholarship fund, dues versus expenses, 
and investment activities. He recommended that the Board 
consider increasing dues, in view of the rise in operating costs 
during the past few years. 

Committee Reports 

Chairman Kelleher reported on the Finance and Adminis- 
tration Committee meeting held on October 11. Money for 
scholarships and methods of accounting for scholarship money 
have been under discussion for some time within the Com- 
mittee and with Leland Smith Chairman of the Scholarship 
Committee. Final agreements are given under the Scholarship 
Committee report. 

Last spring the Board agreed to sell certain investments 
and reinvest the proceeds. That discussion was reaffirmed at 
this meeting and appropriate action is underway. 


The Committee recommended to the Board that dues be 
increased $5 a year beginning January 1. The new schedule 
will be one year, $20; 2 years $35; 3 years $50. Life member 
dues will not be increased at this time. 

Committee member Wes Randles presented the 1996 bud- 
get. He noted there were 473 new members in the first six 
months of 1995. Total Journal cost per year will be $50,900. 
1995 cost per member is estimated to be $13.17. 

The Board approved the Committee's recommendation for 
a larger operating budget for 1996. 

The Membership Services and Chapter Assistance report 
was presented by Chairman Brink, who noted that 1) current 
hamfests seem too numerous, and many are not well planned; 
2) QCWA booths seldom use the contents of the publicity and 
recruitment ("care") packages; 3) guidelines need to be pre- 
pared for Chapters to participate in hamfests. A motion was 
made and seconded to provide Senior Members with life mem- 
ber financial incentives. The motion did not succeed. New 
Chapters 193 (Texoma) and 194 (Hawaii) were acknowledged 
and officially approved by the Board. 

Chairman John Edel presented Activities report. The re- 
port included a summary of his activities at many Chapters in 
Ohio, Pennsylvania, and Florida. He reported a number of 
suggestions made by members at the hamfests. He indicated 
several members called his attention to the absence of the 
"Ham's Health" report in the Journal. After a general discus- 
sion on the matter the Board voted to reinstate the column in 
the Journal. Jay Strom was called on to give details of the up- 
coming QSO Party. He advised it will be handled in the same 
way it was last year, but with no reference to contesting. New 
certificates will be made for the QSO Party. 

Convention Coordinator Wes Randles presented plans for 
the 1996 convention to be held at Ottawa, Canada; plans for 
the 1997 convention at Kansas City, Missouri (our 50th Anni- 
versary); and plans for the 1998 in Palm Springs, California. 
The Board voted to accept the invitation of Chapter 154 for 
Hosting the 1998 Convention. Our sincere congratulations to 
Gladys Chase and her Committee members for an outstand- 
ing Convention in Manchester. 

Chairperson Blanche Randles prepared the Audio Cassette 
report - Wes Randles presented the report to the Board. Again, 
credit was given to Tom Carten, KIPZU, who is being honored 
with the Presidential Award. Blanche advises that at the present 
time she has 71 paid-up members on her mailing list. She re- 
minds us all to please mention the program at all meetings 
you attend. 

Chairman Gary Harrison presented the Plans & Programs 
report. The effort during the reporting period involved the 
HQ Contingency Plan. this involved a preliminary search for 
a possible replacement of the existing GM should the need 
arise. Consideration was also given to the possible relocation 
of HQ. The current arrangement with the GM allows QCWA 
at least 90 days for interim operations. No candidates were 
named at this time. Committee members would appreciate 
hearing suggestions from any Board members. 

Chairman John Troster, W61SQ, presented the Publicity &

DX and Packet 
lot of us QCWA members have been working DX for 
decades. We come into the shack, fire up the rig, let 
the tubes warm up (real radios glow in the dark, you know!), 
then sit down to a session of sweeping the bands to see if 
anything interesting is going on. 

Tuning across vast stretches of the spectrum, our minds 
go wild with dreams of echo-laden CW signals from across 
the North Pole. . .signals emanating from India, Mongolia, 
Central China, or Bhutan. Visions of wires strung between 
the peaks of the Pyramids and "Camel mobile" operations 
dance through our heads. 

Life used to be simple. Nowadays, it seems like everything 
has to happen instantly, because we have "time budgets" and 
other irritating complications that don't leave us time to go 
fishing for a whole day. Or play on the radio, either. 

Enter Packet Radio. Packet, of course, is a form of com- 
puter-to-computer communication using Amateur Radio via a 
small controller box called a "TNC" (Terminal Node Control- 
ler). There are Packet "networks" everywhere. ..on VHF/UHF 
as well as on HF. . .just like the traditional CW and Phone 
nets that we've had for years. The difference that exists in a 
Packet network, though, is that you make a "connection" to 
the network, and the computer and TNC will then keep you 
"checked in" to the net. It's great if you just want to get mes- 
sages and the like, but it's no fun if you want to talk to the gals 
on Sunday morning. 

This may sound esoteric (like witchcraft, at first), but thou- 
sands of QCWA members have been active on Packet for years. 
In the last decade, a number of DX Packet "Clusters" (named 
after the registered trademark of the software used to service 
DX Packet networks) have sprung up around the world. Bear- 
ing some resemblance to regular nets and some resemblance 
to cellular telephone systems, these "Clusters" link little user

ters last June. Your DX Editor, K7JA, is flanked by Piro,

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groups of ten to 15 users to 
other such small groups, for 
the purpose of sharing DX- 
related information. Each 
little user group talks to a 
"node," while the various 
"nodes" in the Cluster talk to 
each other to form an overall 
network for a region. Clusters 
can even be linked to each 
other, allowing coast-to-coast 
DX information to be ex- 
changed. 

How does all this work? 
It's amazingly simple, and the 
simplicity explains why it has become such an important tool 
for DXers. 

After checking into the Packet Cluster node nearest you 
(I'll spare you the details, but it's just a one-line bit of typing 
on your computer keyboard), you can ask the node "What's 
been reported on the bands lately?" To do this, you type: SH/ 
D and Enter. 

The "SH/D" stands for "Show DX," and the usual setup will 
result in your getting your reports of the last five DX stations 
reported. . .the time, the frequency, the callsign, any comments, 
and the callsign of the station doing the reporting (the latter 
can be very important, as we shall see). A typical reply might

This means that FR5DX was reported by W6AAA as being 
on 21201.5 MHz at about 1818 UTC on the 10th of November. 
The other reports follow the same pattern, you can see how 
helpful this might be in getting a handle on propagation, ac- 
tivity, etc. But be careful! Note the report of UU8J on 40 meters 
at 1835 UTC; this is mid-day in North America, so the chances 
of working the UU8 would be pretty slim. The report, of course, 
came from I2UIY in Italy, where it's already nighttime. Oh well. 

Other commands include "SH/WWV'" to get reports of 
propagation forecasts as broadcast by WWV, "SH/QSL" to find 
a QSL routing for someone you worked, and a host of other 
informational commands that include DX bulletins, addresses 
and locations of other users, and the like. 

Unlike the Internet, DX Packet Clusters are pretty much 
"real time" to the extent that reports come in very quickly ona 
local basis, giving you time to react while the DX station still 
is on the reported frequency. DX Clusters are not without their 
drawbacks, either: they create so-called "Packet Pileups" where 
an entire state or region sees a report of a DX station all at the 
same time, and everyone descends on the frequency at once 
(to the dismay of intrepid QRP operators who can't break 
through). And around certain holidays, you have to be suspi- 
cious of some of the "stations" reported (GHOST on Hallow- 
een, ST/NICK around Christmas, etc). but, in general, it can 
be a great shortcut to successful DX. 

Of course, it can also make you lazy. It's a shame that the 
"instant gratification" world in which we live has made many 
of us turn on our 2-meter radio first (instead of our 20-meter 
radio) to see if there is any DX on. But I will confess that I 
keep Packet going all the time, so I can keep up on what's

happening, and I find that | actually end up reporting more DX than jumping in pile- 
ups on DX reported by someone else. 

I'm not on Packet, HF or otherwise, in any capacity other than my local DX Clus- 
ter. | use it as a tool for more efficient regular DX operating on the HF bands. You 
can find out more by asking one of your local DX buddies; chances are that he or she 
knows the local system operator for the nearest Cluster node, and can help you get 
more information. Give it a try - you'll probably get hooked! 

But no, I'm not on the Internet. When someone asks for my E-mail or Internet 
address, | tell them it's "k7ja@20.cw." You can find me there!

Awards report. In connection with Awards, the Board advised that Presidential Awards 
would be presented to Phil Rand, W1DBM, for his early leadership in solving TVI 
problems, and to Fr. Tom Carten, K1PZU, who has recorded tapes for the blind for 
many years. The Hall of Fame Award will presented to Johnny Johnston, W3BE, of 
the FCC, for his years of service to the amateur community. 

Close to press publicity is the QCWA Internet Home Page worldwide connection. 
The Home Page has information about QCWA, including listing and photos of Offic- 
ers and Directors, QSO Party information, Chapter listings and Secretaries, scholar- 
ship information, and forthcoming National Convention locations. Gene Williamson, 
K7DBV, whom most of you know, was the person responsible for establishing QCWA 
on the Home Page. 

QCWA now has ads appearing monthly in four publications: Electric Radio, Florida 
Skip, Worldradio and QST. We are paying a total of $1641 per year for advertising. 

Chairman of the Constitution & By-Laws, Ed Yoder, presented his report indicat- 
ing that changes and corrections to the By-Laws had been made and approved at the 
last Board meeting. He advised that some twenty-one changes have been made to the 
Chapter Manual. GM Walsh was thanked for his efforts in rewriting the Director's 
Manual and after some discussion agreed to maintain updates on the manual. The 
Secretary would be responsible for reproduction and distribution of the Manual. 
Scholarship Program 

Leland Smith, W5KL, Chairman of QCWA Memorial Scholarship Fund Commit- 
tee reported the balance in the Scholarship Fund is now $132,872 and the balance in 
the Building Fund is $29,186. 

The Chairman moved that thirteen (13) scholarships for $700, one (1) name 
Scholarship for $1100 be awarded. The Chairman of the Scholarship Committee 
expressed thanks for the continued support for the scholarship program by contrib- 
uting to the Fund. The Board agreed with the President that the scholarship certifi- 
cate would be redone and furnished to FAR. 

Croft Taylor, Chairman of the International Relations Committee provided his 
report, which consisted of three sections: 1) 1996 National Chairman; 2) QCWA 
Journal mailing cost to Off-Shore members; 3) Liaison with Off-Shore members. He 
indicated that the Convention committees have been appointed and all is proceeding 
satisfactorily. He indicated that the Convention Chairman was George Roach, 
VE3BNO. Chairman Taylor provided the Board a detailed cost comparison on Air vs 
Surface mailing to various overseas locations. After discussion by the Board it was 
agreed that no further action was required in our present mailing procedures. 

VP Kelleher provided the Board the latest on the FCC Vanity Call Sign status. 

President McCoy indicated that in connection with QCWA-ARRL liaison there 
were no problems, ARRL representatives were scheduled for several Forums on Fri- 
day and Saturday.

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FCC Highlights

n FCC Forum was conducted by John Johnston, W3BE, 

(Special Assistant for Personal Radio Services, Private 
Wireless Division of the FCC's Wireless Telecommunicaions 
Bureau) during the QCWA Annual Convention at Manches- 
ter, New Hampshire. As expected, the major topic was the 
recent FCC Memorandum Opinion and Order on a Vanity 
Callsign System. 

John's presentation of the Commission's findings was 
unique in its clarity, as is his custom. Here is his presenta- 
tion, including typical questions and answers concerning the 
new Rules. 

The Vanity Callsign System is for primary and club sta- 
tions only. RACES and military recreation stations are not 
eligible. 

Starting gates will implement the system in stages. A pub- 
lic notice will announce the opening of each gate. 

Gate 1, A primary station licensee of any class operator 
may request the call sign previously shown on the license, or 
on the primary, secondary, repeater, auxiliary link, control, or 
space station license of a now-deceased close relative. 

A club station licensee trustee of any class operator may 
request the call sign previously shown on the club station li- 
cense. 

Gate 1(A). A license trustee of a club station may request 
in memoriam the call sign previously shown on the station 
license of a deceased person who was a member of the club. 
The club must have held a club station license grant on March 
24, 1995.The requestor must possess a letter from a close rela- 
tive of the deceased confirming the deceased person's asso- 
ciation with the club and show consent of the relative to the 
application. 

Gate 2. An Amateur Extra Class operator may request a 
Group A, B, C, or D call sign for his or her primary station. 

An Amateur Extra Class operator may request, including 
request in memoriam, a Group A, B, C, or D call sign for the 
club station for which he or she is license trustee. 

Gate 3. An Advanced Class operator may request a Group 
B, C, or D call sign for his or her primary station. 

An Advanced Class operator may request, including request 
in memoriam, a Group B, C, or D call sign for the club sta- 
tion for which he or she is license trustee. 

Gate 4. A General, Technician Plus, or Technician Class 
operator may request a Group C or D call sign for his or her 
primary station. 

A General, Technician Plus, or Technician Class operator 
may request, including request in memoriam, a Group C or 
D call sign for the club station for which he or she is the li- 
cense trustee. 

A Novice Class operator may request a Group D call sign 
for his or her primary station. 

A call sign is assignable two years following license expi- 
ration, surrender, revocation, set aside, cancellation, void ab 
initio, or death of the grantee. 

The exceptions are: 

- Former holder - The two year requirement does not ap- 

ply to an otherwise eligible primary station if the call sign 
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was previously assigned to the 
primary, secondary, repeater, con- 
trol, auxiliary link, or space sta- 
tion of the requestor. 

- Close relative of former 
holder now deceased - Upon the 
death of the holder, a call sign is 
assignable immediately to an oth- 
erwise eligible primary station of 
a close relative (the holder's 
spouse, child, grandchild, step- 
child, parent, grandparent, step- 
parent, brother, sister, step- 
brother, stepsister, aunt, uncle, 
niece, nephew, or in-law). 

- Request in memoriam - Upon the death of the holder, the 
call sign is assignable immediately to an otherwise eligible 
club station. The requestor must possess a written statement 
from a close relative, as listed above, of the deceased showing 
consent of the relative to the request. 

Call sign group eligibility is determined by the requestor's 
class of operator license: 

- Amateur Extra - Group A, B, C, or D. 

- Advanced - Group B, C, or D. 

- General - Group C or D. 

- Technician Plus Class - Group C or D. 

- Technician Class - Group C and D. 

- Novice Class - Group D. 

The only exception is: 

- Former holder - The operator class requirement does not 
apply to an otherwise eligible primary station if the call sign was 
previously assigned to the primary, secondary, repeater, control, 
auxiliary link, or space station of the requestor. Requestor's mail- 
ing address determines eligibility for call sign format and prefix: 
- One of the contiguous 48 states - Regions 1-10. 

- Alaska - Regions 1-11 

- American Samoa - Regions 1-10 or a prefix in Region 13 
having the numeral 8. 

- Commonwealth of Northern Mariana Islands - Regions 1- 
10 or a prefix in Region 13 having the numeral @. 

- Guam - Regions 1-10 or a prefix in Region 13having the 
numeral 2. 

- Hawaii - Regions 1-10 or a prefix in Region 13 having the 
numeral 6 or 7. 

- Puerto Rico - Regions 1-10 or a prefix in Region 12 having 
numeral 3 or 4 

- Virgin Islands - Regions 1-10 or a prefix in Region 12 hav- 
ing the numeral 2. 

The exceptions are: 

- Former Holder - The mailing address requirement does not 
apply to an otherwise eligible primary station if the call sign 
was previously assigned to the primary, secondary, repeater, 
control, auxiliary link, or space station of the requestor. 

- Close relative of a former holder now deceased - The mail- 
ing address requirement does not apply to an otherwise eli- 
gible primary station of a close relative, as listed above. 


- Request in memoriam - The mailing address eligibility 
requirement does not apply in the case of an otherwise eli- 
gible club station for a vanity call sign requested in memo- 
riam. The requestor must possess a written statement froma 
close relative, as listed above, of the deceased showing con- 
sent of the relative to the request. 


Typical questions and answers. 


Question: How soon is a call sign available? 

Answer: A call sign is assignable two years following license 
expiration, surrender, revocation, set aside, cancellation, void 
ab initio, or death of the grantee. 


Question: Exception for former holder? 

Answer: YES. A call is assignable immediately to an other- 
wise eligible primary station if the call sign was previously 
assigned to the primary, secondary, repeater, control, auxil- 
iary link, or space station of the requestor. 


Question: Exception for close relative of former holder now 
deceased? 

Answer: YES. Upon the death of the holder, a call sign is 
assignable immediately to an otherwise eligible primary sta- 
tion of a close relative (the holder's spouse, child, grandchild, 
stepchild, parent, grandparent, stepparent, brother, sister, step- 
brother, stepsister, aunt, uncle, niece., nephew, or in-law). 


Question: Exception for club station request in memoriam? 
Answer: YES. Upon the death of the holder, the call sign is 
assignable immediately to an otherwise eligible club station. 
The requestor must possess a written statement from a close 
relative, as listed above, of the deceased showing consent of 
the relative to the request. 


Question: What determines the call sign group? 

Answer: Call sign group is determined by the requestor's class 
of operator license. See Fact Sheet PR-5000 #206 Sequential 
Call Sign System for explanation of call sign group. 


Question: Exception for former Holder? 
Answer: YES. The operator class requirement does not ap- 
ply to an otherwise eligible primary station if the call sign

Answer: Requestor’s mailing address determines eligibility 
for call sign format and prefix. See Fact Sheet PR-5000 #206 
Sequential Call Sign System for explanations of call sign and 
prefix. 


Question: Exception for former holder? 

Answer: YES. The mailing address requirement does not ap- 
ply to an otherwise eligible primary station if the call sign 
was previously assigned to the primary, secondary, repeater, 
control, auxiliary link, or space station of the requestor. 


Question: Exception for close relative of former holder now 
deceased. 

Answer: YES. The mailing address requirement does not ap- 
ply to an otherwise eligible primary station of a close rela- 
tive, as listed above. 


Question: Exception for club station request in memoriam? 
Answer: YES. The mailing address eligibility requirement 
does not apply in the case of an otherwise eligible club sta- 
tion for a vanity call sign requested in memoriam. The re- 
questor must possess a written statement froma close rela- 
tive, as listed above, of the deceased showing consent of the 
relative to the request. 


Note: In the foregoing we have highlighted use of the phrase 
“otherwise eligible". In other words, read the text carefully. 
For example, a one-by-two or a two-by-one call would be avail- 
able only to Extra class licensees unless an exception can be 
justified.

ccasionally you find someone who is the 

epitome of Gung Ho. Meet Marte Wessel, 

K@EPE, whose Enthusiasm , Pep and Efferves 

cence make her one of the best known and lik- 
able YLs around. 

Seventy years ago, a tiny bundle of joy arrived in the small 
town of Grove City, Ohio, and was named Martha Frances 
Engle. Little did her proud parents know their wee one would 
become an important factor and leader in the new fangled 
radio craze. The oldest of 5, she grew up with many home 
responsibilities. When she was 18, her schooling not quite 
completed, she landed a wartime stenographic job in Colum- 
bus, Ohio. One night after a YMCA dance, she and her girl 
friend stopped in a Coney Island on the way home for a 10¢ 
hot dog. In the next booth sat Pete, W9JYW, a prairie guy 
from Nebraska stationed in the Navy. Marte says she "pocked 
him up" and from that moment on was destined to become 
not only Pete's bride but ten years later his pride as an accom- 
plished amateur radio operator. 

After Pete's release from the Navy in 1946 the happy couple 
settled in Denver. Hams were back on the air and Pete, with a 
new zero land call was again happily logging DX. Marte was 
fascinated with all the air activity and made a private vow to 
join in the fun. 

Marte was first licensed in Denver in 1956 with novice call 
KN@EPE. Within a year she obtained her general ticket. She 
waited another 20 years to upgrade to advanced and in 1984 
hit the big time surprising Pete with her extra class license.

Marte is a member

Before moving to Kansas in 1965 she was 
the activator of the Colorado YL Club, and served as its first 
president. Thirty years later they are still a functioning YL 
Club with 25 active members. 

Marte joined YLRL in 1958 and has held many offices in- 
cluding Publicity Chairman, District Chairman, Vice Presi- 
dent, President (1969) and has served in several officer advi- 
sory capacities. In addition she was Chair YL for the 1968 
YLRL Convention held in Denver, Co-Chair YL of the 1985 
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YLRL Convention held in Las 
Vegas, Nevada and has served 
as head of YLRL's scholarship 
fund drive for many years. 

Marte has been the main net 
control of the YL Tangle Net, 
14.297.5 Thursdays, at 1800 
UTC since 1960. She won YL/OM in 1962, '64,'66 and made 
second place several times. She's a good competitor and en- 
joys contesting whether it's ham radio, bowling or fun and 
games in Nevada. 

As soon as she was eligible, Marte joined QCWA in 1981. 
She and Pete support Sun Flower Chapter 79 in Kansas but 
are 200 miles across the state from its activities. 

Having passed her advanced and extra class exams in the 
early '80's Marte realized that study and application to reach 
a goal were not out of reach and she had some unfinished 
business to accomplish. 

Forty-three years after she quit high school in her senior 
year; Marte, at 61, enrolled in the local college in Liberal and 
began studying for her GED. With help from Pete in algebra 
and math she mastered the required studies in six weeks and 
graduated as the "senior kid" in Liberal's GED class of '86. 
Pete presented her with a new Timex, allowing that graduates 
should always receive a watch. In 1993 she attended the 50th 
reunion of Grove City Ohio's High School class of '43 with her 
GED diploma in hand. 

Marte's first love in amateur radio is establishing true and 
lasting friendships. Folks you may never meet in person but who 
become dear to your heart as air buddies. In her words, "You 
share joy and happiness and you're there for each other in troubled 
times too." She's learned that camaraderie of an air acquaintance 
is a precious asset."

For many years Marte

plify by heading fund raising drives for the YLRL Scholarship 
Fund.

Book Review Lew McCoy, WLICP 


“Heathkit - A Guide To The Amateur Radio Products" by Chuck Penson, WA7ZZE 


I would be willing to make a substanial bet without fear of 
losing, that all of our members, at one time or another, have 
put together a Heathkit. In my own case, | know I have built 
at least 25 kits - and enjoyed every minute of it. When Barry 
Wiseman, editor of our Journal, informed me that he had pub- 
lished this book on Heathkit by Chuck Penson, WA7ZZE, I 
asked him to let me review it for our Journal. 

The book is 250 pages in length and very beautifully done. 
It recounts the history of the Heath Company in great detail 
and deals with each piece of their amateur radio products with 
a description and a photograph - in each case a very good 
photograph. Of particular interest to me were the opening lines 
in the foreword of the book. "Researching the Heath Company's 
past has not been an easy task. Very few people with first- 
hand information from the earliest years, prior to 1955 or so, 
remain to tell the tale.” It so happens that I am one of those 
"few remaining". Being an amateur historian, I found it fasci- 
nating to read this history because I believe | contributed in a 
small way to their success. More about that in a moment. 

This book is very well written and extremely well orga- 
nized, and profusely illustrated. The photography is simply 
outstanding and it has a complete description and photograph 
of every amateur product that Heath produced. 

Historically, it recounts how Heath was formed and how 
initially it was primarily a surplus house (There is a side note 
worth mentioning here. ARRL and QST did not accept "sur- 
plus" house ads. Those of us in the Technical Department of 
ARRL objected to this policy. However, Heath Company was 
one of the first ones to break through this barrier - this was in 
1951-52 time bracket.) Chuck, in writing about these early 
days got most of his facts fairly straight and his history is 
good. One thing that should be brought out though is that 
Heath didn't have many "original" engineers. They copied the 
circuits from magazine articles and other manufacturers. The 
Heath AT-1 transmitter was a Chinese copy of my Novice 35 
Watter that | described in January, 1953, QST. Later on I re- 
designed their AR-1 receiver so that it worked in amateur ra- 
dio - that was in QST, May, 1953. They followed with the AR-3 
using my designs. Of course, the biggest "hit" that Heath made 
was with the DX -100 which Penson points was almost a di- 
rect copy of the E. J. Johnson Viking II. Don't misunderstand, 
it is nol sour grapes on my part but history is history and 
should be as nearly correct as possible. As I have stated, I 
lived during the era and was in the business and was more 
than a careful observer. 

What | have just covered should take nothing away from 
this excellent book. Ham radio after World War II produced 
amateurs who wanted to build. It was always a hassle to get 
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parts and Heath filled the bill marvelously. The book is 
softcover and is 8.5 by 11 inches. The equipment pages show 
photographs that are 4.5 by 6.75 inches with detailed descrip- 
tions below. The back of the book has a master product index 
that shows the model number, description, Ist year produced 
and last year made, and the last list price (handy informa- 
tion, heh?). That listing is followed by a "Master" product list- 
ing. 

= ext is a list of references of modifications which goes 
back to 1955 that have appeared in QST and CQ which is very 
complete. (But does not cover those years of the very early 
articles.) The last item in the book is a "timeline" taking all 
the Heath products from 1952 up through 1992, which is the 
apparent end. This is a simple graph showing the years of 
production of each Heath item. 

Going back to the history section of the book, the writer 
describes how each person came into the company and how 
they contributed. I found it very fascinating to read about many 
old friends. One of the really interesting points to me, and 
might be to our readers, was the AM-2 which Heath called a 
reflected power and SWR bridge. It was an exact copy of my 
second Monimatch circuit. This was an extremely popular 
device, as it was the first inexpensive SWR meter for coaxial 
lines. Heath sold literally jillions of the unit. 

I had occasion to visit Heath around that time and they 
brought me in to meet the latest president. He had one of the 
AM-2s sitting on his desk and I made some remark about that 
being my Monimatch design (which naturally, | was very proud 
of.) In any case, the president said "You didn't invent this cir- 
cuit - one of our men did.” He happened to have a file of QSTs 
in his bookcase so I walked over and took out the issue of the 
Monimatch and showed him. He got red in the face and told 
his assistant to get so and so down to his office pronto. The 
guy came in, saw, and recognized, me, and practically fainted 
because he saw the open QST on the president's desk. I man- 
aged to calm things over and said it wasn't important and 
pointed out that imitation is the sincerest form of flattery. 
But that is one historical incident I have never forgotten. I will 
always remember this because Heath made a bad mistake in 
their instrument, in that they calibrated it with reflected power 
rather percent of reflected power. That served to screw up 
antenna measurements forevermore! In addition, they called 
it an antenna bridge which it wasn't - it was and is a reflecto- 
meter, which is a different breed of cat. 

l cannot urge readers strongly enough that this is a book 
they will really enjoy. It's available for $24.95 plus $3 ship-

Leland then distributed copies of "A Cartoonist's Idea of 
Wireless in the Days to Come," from The Wireless Age, Sep- 
tember 1915. All the ideas were humorous, and a few accu- 
rately predicted things that came to pass many decades later. 
For example, one was labeled "Grandfather may be able to 
steer his motor-plow over on the other end of the farm from 
the front porch" using binoculars and a wireless rig with an

Object is to 
restore, operate, and enjoy older equipment with like- 
minded hams. A Classic Radio is at least ten years old, an 
advantage but NOT required to operate CX. You can use 
anything, although new gear is a distinct scoring liability 
and not as much fun! 

Exchange your name, RST, QTH, receiver and transmit- 
ter type (homebrew send final amp tube or transistor) and 
other interesting conversation. The same station may be 
worked with different equipment combinations on each 
band and each mode. CW call "CQ CX", phone call "CQ 
Classic Exchange". Nonparticipants may be worked for 
credit. Suggested frequencies: CW up 60 kHz from low 
band edges; phone 3880, 7290, 14280, 21380, 28320 and/ 
or AM frequencies; Novice/Tech 20 kHz up low band edges. 
7060 and 3560 CW tend to be the most popular CX fre- 
quencies. 

Scoring: multiply total QSOs (all bands and modes) by 
the following sum: (total number of different receivers and 
transmitters worked on each band and mode plus the total 
numbers of states/provinces/countries worked on each 
band and mode). Multiply that total by your Classic Multi- 
plier: the total years old of all receivers and transmitters 
used, three QSOs minimum per unit to qualify. If equip- 
ment is a transceiver, multiply age by two. If homebrew, 
count as 25 years old unless actual construction date or 
design is older. 

Certificates are awarded every now and then for the 
highest score, exotic equipment, the best excuse, and other 
unusual achievements.

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Could There Be US QCWA Members Who Are Part 
of 
The 5000 Lost RCAF Airman Of World War Il 


Winston Churchill told Canadian Air Minister "Chubby" 
Power in 1943 that "radio mechanics were largely responsible 
for the United Kingdom victory over the massed German air 
fleets in 1940." Since then their story has faded into oblivion. 
No mention of their contribution was made in the coverage of 
the recent D-day or VE-Day celebrations. 

Canada supplied 5000 of those radio mechanics. "Chubby" 
Power said, "We obtained the best educated men we could. 
We were asked for 5000 and we supplied 5000. . .These unfor- 
tunate fellows have been sent all over the world." 

Air Minister Power was referring to the request from the 
British Government to set up an RAF radar school at Clinton, 
Ontario, to train Canadians for service with the RAF. They 
were required for the maintenance of highly sophisticated and 
secret radar equipment used by the armed forces during WW 
Il. These men were recruited by the RCAF but, after arriving 
in Great Britain, they were attached to the Royal Air Force, 
who then allocated them to RAF Squadrons, to radar ground 
stations or the Army or Navy as required. 

The requirement was a good working knowledge of radio, 
however, prior to the establishment of the RAF Clinton Radar 
School and during 1940 the first radar mechanics were re- 
cruited from amateur radio operators and hams from across 
Canada. These were the first RCAF radar mechanics. They were 
trained in England at Yatesbury, Cranwell or Prestwick, Cana- 
dian amateurs played a vital role in the World War II Radar 
story. 

The RCAF in Canada had no record of where these airmen 
served. The RCAF located none of the Canadian radar me- 
chanics in 1946. They had been asked to distribute British Air 
Ministry Certificates of Appreciation, which said, in part, 
"these men not only had an indispensable share in the de- 
fense of this country but also contributed in great part to the 
development of this new branch of science." 

Now, 50 years later, the first radar reunion in Western 
Canada is to be held at the Marlborough Inn in Calgary, June 
7, 8, 9, 1996, one of the largest since the end of WW II. A 
copy of that long-lost Certificate of Appreciation has been 
found. Certificates will be presented in a special ceremony to 
those attending this reunion and later to all those who have 
been located. 

Finding those lost "5000" is proving to be difficult. The 
Reunion Committee, headed by Squadron Leader (retired) Les 
Card of Calgary, with help from other radar veterans, has found 
the addresses for over 1000, but they need to find the remain- 
ing 4000!

CWA 38th Annual QSO Party Rules for 1996. There 
are awards but remember this is a party and not a 
contest, treat it as such. 

In 1995 we had 148 CW and 136 Phone logs submitted for 
checking, We know there were lots more of you that partici- 
pated and we wish you had sent in your logs. Keep up the 
good work and let's have even more and more QCWA partici- 
pation and submitted logs. Some Chapters are among the 
missing, please talk it up and see if we can't get at least one 
participant from each active Chapter in both parties. 

A little history.-- Back in 1957 Stan Bellveau, W7AYD, ina 
moment of inspiration, started the first QSO Party. It was 
made a real sucess by Dr. Spike, W7DS, and Charles Emigh, 
W7ER. Let's try to follow in their footsteps. There have been 
many changes over the years and the 1995 parties brought 
many computer logs, which is the latest technology. Even with 
all the changes, let's try to follow in the footsteps of those 
QCWA members who started the QSO Parties. 

This is a FUN Party. There will be certificates for the top 
Phone and CW scores World Wide. Certificates will be is- 
sued to the first five high scoring stations, both phone and 
CW. In the United States, and in each of the six Continents - 
Europe, Asia, Africa, South America, Oceania, and North 
America. Standings and scores will be published in the QCWA 
Summer Journal of 1996. Remember that the emphasis is on 
FUN and GOOD FELLOWSHIP or just talking to one another. 
Please remember to turn your beams to Europe and Alaska to 
work the Guys and Gals in those areas. 

TIMES OF THE PARTIES 

The Annual QCWA QSO Party for CW will be held Febru- 
ary 10 & 11, 1996. The CW Party will begin February 10, 
1996 at 0001 UTC Saturday and end at 2400 UTC Sunday, 
February 11, 1996. 

The Annual QCWA QSO Party for Phone will be held March 
9 & 10, 1996 The Phone Party will begin March 9, 1996 at 0001 
UTC Saturday and end at 2400 UTC Sunday, March 10, 1996. 
OFFICIAL RULES 
CONTACTS--- Each contact with another QCWA Member will 
count as a single (1) point on each band. 

MULTIPLIER--This QSO Party has only ONE multiplier. Ey- 
ery new Chapter worked is a multiplier and one (1) You can 
count a Chapter only once, regardless of how many bands 
you work. 

OR...If you do not belong to a Chapter, you may use (AT 
LARGE) "AL" in place of a Chapter Number. When counting 
"AL" contacts as a multiplier only one "AL" from each State, 
Country, or Province will count regardless of how many bands 
you work. 

SCORING-- 

1> The total number of contacts times the total number of 
multipliers equals your final score. 

2> Remember each Chapter can only be counted once or only 
(1) "AL" contact from each State, Country; or Province can be 
counted as a multiplier only once. 

3> Do not use a different set of numbers when changing bands. 
Make your contact numbers in order. 

4> The last page of your log must show the total number of 
contacts , times the total number of multipliers; this will equal 
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your final score. Print your final score on the first page of 
your log. 
EXCHANGES-- 

A valid QSO must contain the following minimum amount 
of information and exhanges between stations: (If all are not 
there the contact will be disallowed) 

(a) QSO number, both sent and received. 

(b) Operator's first name. 

(c) Chapter identification (Official name or number), mem- 
ber not belonging to a Chapter will use "AL". 

(d) State must be there for all "AL" contacts,

The above suggested frequencies are selected as a starting 
place. When pile-ups occur don't be afraid to go either side 
of these freqauencies. Be sure to check the frequency for use 
before you give a call. By using the 30 Mhz segments it keeps 
the bands from becoming all taken up with our party. 

No net, no crossband, no repeater contacts allowed 
LOGS-- 

Please use the standard QCWA log or prepare your own, 
(twenty (20) contacts to the page), using the same format as 
printed in lhe QCWA Journal Log Forms. 

Do not mix Parties. Keep separate logs for both the CW 
and the Phone Party. 

Be sure that everything is legible (Please look at your logs 
carefully and decide if you would like to check another 200 
plus logs just like yours). Logs will not be returned. If you 
qualify for an award, be sure to request the award you want 
on the first page. If you already have the award, please don't 
ask for a second one. If you ask for the 100 member award 
you must identify the 100 on the side of the log page or send 
your "dupe" sheets. It is not up to the Log Checkers or the 
Activities Manager to find the 100 members. 

Computer logs are to be in the same format as the Stan- 
dard QCWA Log Sheets, with entries no closer than triple spac- 
ing. K3CP has a progam that follows our Log Form. If you 
need help get in touch with him.

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Confession of a Boatanchor Collector

I have to admit it. I am addicted to collecting vintage 
ham radio equipment. At last count, I have 33 receivers and 
32 transmitters. My “hamshack" is a spare bedroom closet 
with 12 transmitter/receiver pairs. The loft over my garage 
and several shelves and cabinets in my garage are full with 
the others and with the parts necessary to repair them and 
keep them going. And I LOVE IT! 

It all started out very innocently, I had no idea what was 
going to happen. I got my novice and technician tickets in 
early 1952 and my General later in the year. I shared a sta- 
tion with my older brother, Bob. Our "shack" was a room 
off the kitchen, over the garage. Our gear consisted of an 
HRO-50 which Bob had conned our Dad into buying two 
years earlier and a pile of home-brew equipment which I 
fondly called "the world's largest 150 watt tranmsitter." 

Fast forward to 1959. I was now attending Engineering 
College at Ohio State and brother Bob had graduated a year 
earlier. We decided to split up the home station. I made 
him an offer. I'll take the HRO and he could have every- 
thing else. He took it. I had just acquired full title to my 
first boatanchor. Transmitterless, I picked up a used Elmac 
AF-67 with my income tax refund money. I was on my way. 

The HRO and AF-67 remained my sole connection with 
ham radio for quite a while after that. I graduated in 1961, 
married that summer, and acquired a Master's Degree and 
a new daughter the next year. We moved to New Jersey for 
two and a half years, the ham gear tagging along. I put up a 
40-meter dipole on the roof of our apartment one night, but 
it never did work out very well. Besides, | was a lot more 
busy with a new job, yet another daughter, and more gradu- 
ate school to bother much with ham radio. And so the HRO 
and AF-67 waited. 

1965 saw me move back to Ohio State, where I combined 
being a full time teacher of Electrical Engineering, a full 
time student, and as much of a father and husband as I 
could squeeze in. Our son was born in '66. That summer I 
was cramming for my General Exams, had to be ready to 
regurgitate anything I had ever known about everything I had 
ever studied. My concentration span shrunk to an hour. I broke 
up the studies by going on the air for a few minutes. Nobody 
was using AM phone any more, so 1 usually wound up on 40 
CW. That fall I passed not only my Generals, but also the 
Amateur Extra Class exam. After a summer of 40 CW, 20 wpm 
was a breeze. 

Something happened late that year that pushed me over 
the edge. Up till then I really hadn't been a "collector" of old 
equipment; I'd just kept and used what I had started out with 
because I was too poor to buy and too busy to build anything 
else. But Bob Higgy spoiled it all. 

Bob was a senior Professor at Ohio State, and he lived in 
the house on Iuka Avenue that he had grown up in. As a kid, 
he was already a ham the year that KDKA in Pittsburgh be- 
came the first AM broadcast station to go on the air in that 
part of the country. KDKA salesmen had visited Columbus 
that summer to demonstrate to the local merchants why they 
should buy advertising time on their station. But when they 
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The author in his hamshack with some of his vintage gear. 
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set up their receiver in a downtown hotel, they couldn't hear 
KDKA. The only thing they could pick up was that darn kid 
up in the north end. But being resourceful, they found the kid 
and hired him and his gear to travel with them that summer, 
impersonating KDKA in any town where they couldn't pick 
up the real thing. Thus began Bob Higgy's successful career 
that combined teaching Electrical Engineering with putting 
broadcast stations on the air, including eventually Ohio State's 
WOSU and WOSU-TV. 

Some time during 1937, the Ohio Highway Patrol hired Bob 
to help them put together their statewide radio network. In 
partial payment, they gave him an HRO, serial number L175. 
This rackmount beauty, complete with rackmount coil shelf 
and power supply, became the mainstay of W8IB for quite a 
few years. Eventually, Bob acquired an SX-101 and relegated 
the HRO to a spot underneath his workbench next to the coal 
bin. 


In the fullness of time, Bob also became a good friend of 
mine. I first met him when, as a freshman, | joined the Alpha 
Sigma Phi fraternity where he was the faculty advisor. Then 
later, | took his EE classes as an undergraduate; he was a re- 
ally great lab instructor! But in late 1965, Parkinson's Disease 
was beginning to catch up with him, and so | was helping Bob 
dispose of, or move, his lifetime of ham gear to an apartment 
across town. After we had packed up everything else, Bob ush- 
ered me into the furnace room, pulled the HRO out from its 
hiding place, and gave it to me. He asked me to “take good 
care of it for him." At that moment, even though I had yet to 
realize it, 1 was hopelessly hooked! 

In 1968, we moved (engineers are migrant workers) to a 
beautiful, new, all-electric home in Allentown, Pennsylvania, 
and I set up my station, now consisting of the HRO-50, HRO, 
and Elmac AF-67, in a friendly corner of the basement next to 
a window where | strung the open wire feeder for my Zepp. 
My wife, bless her, recognized that I hadn't had any "mad 
money” to spend on myself for a long spell, so she gave me 
$50 we had gotten by selling our gas dryer back in Ohio. It 
was only two days later that I saw a classified ad in the Morn- 
ing Chronicle for an amateur single sideband transmitter, for 
amazing $50! It turned out to be an Eldico SSB-100. In case 
that doesn't ring a bell, it was and is a 140 watt PEP transmit- 
ter that covered one 200 ke segment in each of the 80, 40, 20, 
15 and 10 meter bands. It was a "first generation" phasing rig 
that sold for $695 in 1955. The seller was the brother of the 
deceased ham whose rig it had been. He had been told that it 
had a burned out power transformer. But that was nothing to 
a phone-starved, neoclassic collector. I didn't even bargain 
about the price (how times have changed!). And when I got it 
home, | found out that it was only a shorted filter capacitor, 
not a fried power transformer. So | was shortly on the air with 
SSB, even if my "new" rig was 13 years old, big, heavy, and 
ugly. 

For a while after that, my addiction remained semidormant. 
But along in the mid 70's, after we had migrated once again 
back to Columbus, Ohio, I started going to hamfests. It was 
all down hill from there. First it was that nice old Howard 438 
at Dayton that reminded me of an earlier Howard that I had 
repaired for one of my friends when I was a boy scout. Then a 
guy at work asked me if | knew how to convert the 1941 
Meissner Deluxe Signal Shifter that he had acquired into a 
transmatch, so of course | had to rescue it from that fate. A 
Millen 90800, 6L6/807 exciter came with the Meissner, like 
the one we had in my High School radio club. It was less tubes, 
coils and knobs, but they weren't too hard to find. Guys at 
work found out that I was a patsy for anything big, old, ugly 
and free, and they stuck me with one of Leo's first 275 watt 
Globe Kings, an HQ-140, Gonset G66 and G77 mobile twins, 
an R366, an SP-600 Super Pro, I just had to rescue that 
Meissner EX Signal Shifter, its nice shiny aluminum front panel 
all messed up with a sloppy coat of black spray paint, that I 
found on the ground at the Findlay Hamfest. 

And so it went. Everyone ought to have a couple of Com- 
mand Set transmitters and receivers, no? And I couldn't pass 
up that legendary National SW-3, or the Hallicrafters HT-20 
that I got for only $10 from a guy who was too tired to heft it 
back into his car at the end of yet another long Hamvention 
day. 

Even now, more than thirty transmitters and receivers later, 
it still goes on. Just this last summer I found an NC-173, just 
like the one that brother Bob and I had in our fraternity house 
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room in college, at Flagstaff for only $50. A friend in town 
donated the remnants of a Lettine 240, the matching trans- 
mitter to our NC-173. I've since fleshed it out into the great 
TVI generator that it once was. Another local ham, who sadly 
is dying of cancer and wanted a safe haven for his precious 
boatanchors, gave me two HQ-129-X's and a Hammarlund 4- 
11/4-20 modulator/transmitter pair. In an article I wrote for 
Electric Radio about my NC-173, I mentioned that it would be 
nice if someone would write about the RME-45. Shortly after- 
wards, one showed up on my doorstep looking for adoption! 

I'm not complaining, you understand. I enjoy my addic- 
tion. I get to trouble shoot, repair and play with a lot of those 
great old radios that were once upon a time completely be- 
yond my wildest dreams. I put them on the air a couple of 
times a year for the Classic Exchange where I'm able to talk to 
others who are just as hooked as | am. And I get to spin yarns 
about them in the pages of our Editor's other venture, Electric 
Radio. 

But watch out! Collecting Boatanchors can creep up on 
you and take control before you realize what's happening. As 
a matter of fact, I'm such an altruistic guy that I will offer to 
save you from this terrible fate. Just send any old, ugly, heavy, 
full-of-tubes equipment that you happen to have to me at the 
above address immediately, and you may yet avoid my fate.

We still have our original licenses which we got in 1939. 
We met thru ham radio on the 160 meter band in 1940 and 
were married in 1941. At the time our card was made the trans- 
mitter (AM) consisted of a 6L6 tri-tet oscillator, 807 buffer @ 
T240 final. We used plug-in coils for each band. The receiver 
was a Hallicrafters SX28A (a real boat anchor). The antenna 
was a two-half-waves in-phase vertical for 10 meters and long 
wire for the other bands. The antenna tuner was a homemade 
bread board.

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A Brief History of Ham Radio in China

The history of amateur radio in China traces back to the 
late 1920's and early 1930's. 

The prefix for China has also gone through different stages. 
In the early thirties, some amateur radio operators from West- 
ern countries set up their stations in China and formed a so- 
called ‘International Amateur Radio Association of China’. 
They began to use the prefix "AS" (Asia China) which was not 
officially sanctioned. In response to their illegal action, some 
Chinese amateurs started an organization of their own called 
‘The China Radio Society’. 

In 1933 and 1934 the Chinese hams started to use a new 
prefix "XU" and founded a formal radio association known as 
'The China Amateur Radio Society’. Their official publication 
was QSL Magazine. 

Between 1939 and 1940 the XU's changed the name of the 
society into 'The China Amateur Radio League’, shortened to 
'CARL'. After World War II, the members of CARL agreed to 
change their prefix to "C". At that time there were over 400 
stations throughout the country. A good portion of them were 
active DXers especially on the 40 meter band. They held an 
annual hamvention every May 5th. Their magazine publica- 
tion at that time was 'Radio World’. There was a league badge, 
even a league song, and an AM broadcasting station that only 
gave ham radio information on 1240 kHz. CARL also sent a 
delegation to the American Radio Relay League and presented 
porcelain wares and a poem signed by many amateurs as a 
gift from China. These articles are still on display in ARRL's 
Newington Museum. 

The 'B' age started in 1958. Amateur radio was banned in 
Mainland China. The only radio activity at that time was code 
training and building of common shortwave radios. In the same 
year, there was an indoor high speed CW contest held in 
Beijing. The Bulgarian delegation suggested a special event 
station for the contest. Under permission of the Ministry of 
Telecommunications, BY1PK was born on November 3. After 
the contest BY1PK moved into the Heaven Temple 
Park area where 'The China People's Radio Club' 
(later to become CRSA) was located. During that 
special period of time, BY1PK was only allowed 
to make contacts with socialist countries. In 1962 
there was a student who built a simple receiver 
with the help of some old amateur radio maga- 
zines. He sent the first SWL report to be received 
at BYIPK. That student was Mr. Chen Ping, 
BA1HAM the new president of 'The Chinese Ra- 
dio Sports Association’. The cultural revolution 
of 1966 put BY1PK off the air. 

In 1967 Tom Wong, VE7BC, made his first trip 
to China. Tom is Canadian born of Chinese de- 
scent and worked for the Kelly Douglas Company. 
His job was to trade with China to buy and sell 
goods manufactured in Canada for goods that 
could be taken out of the country. Payment could 
be trucks, cars, machinery, electronic equipment, 
etc., because China was lacking in foreign cur- 
rencies. 
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At that time, China was the most wanted country on the 
DXCC list and it was Tom's ambition that he could persuade 
the Chinese to once again reintroduce the hobby of amateur 
radio. The 'China Project’ as it was to be called was a very 
difficult one and it took many, many years to nurture and de- 
velop. 

In 1970 Tom was told he could bring in equipment for dem- 
onstration purposes. When he arrived at the border, the Chi- 
nese military inspector asked, "What have you got here?” He 
said, "A transmitter". The inspector replied, "One moment 
please." That was the last time he saw the equipment. What 
Tom did not know at that time, was that the Chinese mental- 
ity figured only spies had transmitters. 

So it was back to the drawing board to think of an approach 
that could be made to the government on his next trip. He 
decided that if you wanted amateur radio in China, you would 
have to educate the people on what amateur radio was all about 
and in particular how China would benefit from it. On his 
twice yearly trips to the country, he was always dealing at the 
highest levels of government. So he had to do a selling job on 
the ministers of education, foreign trade, and communications. 
They all agreed that China would benefit from the reintroduc- 
tion of amateur radio. 

The problem: with a population of 1.2 billion people, how 
are you going to educate them? How many amateur radio hand- 
books could he take in his suitcase or carry on board an air- 
craft? The wheels were put into motion. Tom was instrumen- 
tal in obtaining over 28,000 ARRL Radio Amateur Handbooks. 
They were loaded into three 45-foot trailers and were shipped 
across the United States to Vancouver where they were off 
loaded onto a slow boat to China. Forty-five days later they 
arrived at their destination. Distribution of these books was 
to every University throughout the country. 

On his next visit to China, Tom was invited along with the 
Canadian Ambassador to 'The Great Hall’ to sign a document

to show the Canadian government that the Chinese people 
had accepted this large generous donation of books. 

In 1981, Tom received written permission to bring into the 
country receiving and transmitting equipment. This was ex- 
citing but the least of his problems. How do you operate high 
power equipment when your line voltage is 200 to 240 volts 
AC, 40 cycles and is supplied by #22 gauge wire? 

It was time for Tom to call on some of his DX friends to try 
and assist him with the "China Project". Two Canadian friends, 
were Fred Hammond, VE3HC and Martin Rosenthal, VE3MR. 

These gentlemen bent over backwards to fill the shortfall 
of items that Tom had on his wishing list. This was done even 
though there was no guarantee that any operation would ever 
take place. 

The first shipment consisted on 6 transceivers, 6 THODXX 
antennas, 6 HY gain rotators, voltage-regulated AC power sup- 
plies, 3 Hammond linear amplifiers, coaxial and rotor control 
cables, connectors, etc. The cost of freight exceeded the cost 
of the equipment. 

It was not until April, 1982 that Tom was told he would be 
the first foreign amateur legally allowed to operate ham radio 
in China. 

You could imagine his enthusiasm when he arrived at the 
station and the moment of truth was at hand. He was then 
informed that he could only operate CW. What a surprise! 
What is CW? --- Chinese Whiskey? The station master pointed 
to the hand key on the desk, Tom had held a commercial wire- 
less operator license but had not used CW for 30 years. In his 
own words,"I started off at 15 words per minute, I sent QRZ 
BY1PK. The world was calling me - 25 to 35 words - per minute. 
Boy! It was sure tough going for the first few hours. It took me 
about half a day of operating and I was also doing about 35 
words per minute. All told I made 20,000 contacts during that 
trip. The following year I was informed I could operate phone. 
I told all my friends that I was going to be on at 8:00 AM 
Chinese time on 14.195 MHz. When | arrived at the station at 
7:45, the Chinese wanted to have a social chat. They wanted 
to know how my wife was, how the children were, meanwhile 
I kept looking at my watch. It was 8:30 and they offered me 
tea. The faster 1 drank, the more they would pour. It was not

until 9:00 when they turned on the power. The transmitter 
was already tuned to 14.195 and the beam was pointed to North 
America. The adrenaline was really flowing as I turned up the 
volume control. The band was dead. What! didn't know until 
the first words were spoken was that the band was wide open, 
the world was just waiting and listening. QRZ North America, 
this is BY1PK. All hell broke loose, every signal was 59+20 
and I could not copy anyone on the frequency. I shouted, stand 
by, stand by, everybody please stand by. I am listening for 
VE7BC. My wife, Alice, VE7AW, had been informed that I was 
to be on the air and | was able to make my first contact with 
her, 5X9 signal report both ways. | was hoping there would be 
propagation to the east coast because I wanted to work the 
friends that had assisted in this project. | called and worked 
Fred, VE3HC and Martin, VE3MR, all with 5X9 signals. 1 was 
especially happy for Martin as I knew China was the last coun- 
try he needed to make it to the very top of the honor roll after 
27 years of DXing. What I could not understand was why his 
wife, Truus, VE3MRS, was twice as loud as I was told they 
both use the same transmitter. Perhaps it was her pleasant 
Dutch accent. A total of 25,000 SSB contacts were made on 
that trip.” 

During the past 15 years throughout the whole country 
changes were taking place and amateur radio was no excep- 
tion. The development of ham radio can be broken down into 
two stages. 

The first stage was characterized by club stations during 
the 1980's. Most of these stations were equipped by foreign 
donated sources, managed by one or two government paid 
officials, like teachers, and financially supported by the gov- 
ernment to offset the cost of housing , electricity, QSL's, etc. 
Hundreds of students studied and practiced from these sta- 
tions. Foreign amateurs such as Tom and Kan, JAIBK, gave 
many lectures to the fledgling would-be hams whenever they 
were in the country. 

As the country was becoming more open in all aspects, the 
second stage began in 1992 when the ban on home stations 
which began in the early '50's was lifted. In the recent two 
years CRSA worked very hard to make the new open policy a 
reality. Twenty old timers licensed fifty years ago were rein- 
stated at the end of 1992. To introduce ham radio to the pub- 
lic, 'China Radio Sports Association’ organized 2 nationwide 
SWL events in 1992 and 1993, in which more than six thou- 
sand people were involved. This included the first region 3 
ARDF (Amateur Radio Direction Finding) competition that was 
held in Beijing. The CRSA conducted the first exams for pri- 
continued next page 
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vate stations in 1993, more than nine hundred people quali- 
fied for transmitting and as a result more than 130 new home 
stations were licensed. 

In 1994 a special plan called 'Nationwide Ten Meter FM 
QRP Experiment’ was designed by CRSA and approved by the 
radio authorities. According to this plan, newcomers in re- 
mote areas who were not able to travel to take an examination 
may obtain a special one-year temporary license for a single 
spot frequency on 29.600 MHz. They are supplied with a $15 
transceiver kit that gives 3 watts output. About three thou- 
sand people are now assembling their kits and some of them 
have already made successful QSO's with others up to 2,000 
kilometers away. This is a great way for them to begin their 
amateur radio careers. 

Today there are 108 club stations. Besides being active, 
they also help in emergency services for mountaineering, 
motor car rallies and other activities. The BY stations also par- 
ticipate in the CQ WPX and CQ WWDX contests. 

China currently has three classes of license's. 'BA' calls are 
issued to first class licensees and are allowed to run up to 500 
watts and have equipment building privileges. 'BD' calls is the 
second class with a 100 watt limitation and 'BG' calls are fora 
third class novice license with only 10 watts allowed. 

As of today there are 4,500 licensed amateurs with home 
station authorization. Most of them can only communicate in 
their mother tongue. Of this total, approximately 1,000 hold 
first class licenses. Unfortunately availability and the cost of 
commercial equipment restricts most licensees from home 
operation. 

The 'China Project’, which evolved over a twelve year pe- 
riod, was the most expensive amateur radio project ever un- 
dertaken for its time. As of today there have been: 35 trans- 
ceivers, 30 multi-band beams, 7 rotators, 10,000 feet of coax 
and control cables, 3 Bird watt meters, 6 electronic keyers, 15 
antenna tuners and 3 linear amplifiers shipped into the coun- 
try. VE3MR

it's a beauty! 


The Vibroplex company is the oldest and most highly re- 
spected manufacturer of morse keys in the U.S. Since their 
beginnings in 1890 their products have been the first choice 
of telegraphers everywhere. 

A couple of years ago the company was purchased by 
QCWA Lifemember, S. Felton "Mitch" Mitchell, Jr., WA4OSR. 
This is the first time that the company has been owned by a 
ham. 

Anyone who has talked with Mitch will attest to the fact 
that he is very enthusiastic about Vibroplex and the future of 
the company in his hands. He is not content to maintain the 
status quo. He has been continually upgrading the quality of 
the Viboplex products; even giving attention to minor compo- 
nents like screws. He has also been designing and building 
new products; the first being the iambic Square Brass Racer. 
In the works is a straight key that will be on the market in the 
near future. 

A couple of months ago Mitch sent me the prototype of the 
Square Brass Racer iambic key for review. At first glance | was 
impressed with the beauty of this new product; most of it is 
solid brass and it's mounted on polished hardwood. The next 
thing that drew my attention was the unique mechanical ac- 
tion - there were no springs. The key action is magnetic. Ac- 
cording to Mitch this is a truly unique design. All other iam- 
bic keyers use springs to set the contact lever tension. He also 
said "By setting the contact lever tension with magnets, a 
"snappy" make and break action is achieved that is impossible 
to attain with springs." 

To make my first assessment I hooked the Brass Racer up 
to my old Hallicrafters TO Keyer. It took me a while to get the 
contacts set just right but when I did | found sending with 
this new key very comfortable. Compared with the key I've 
been using the last few years, the Vibroplex Vibrokeyer (not 
iambic), the new Brass Racer feels as good or better. | enjoyed 
using it on the air for several days. I like it very much. 

The Square Brass Racer is worthy of placement in the 
Vibroplex line of products. It is a quality product of truly 
unique design; try it, I'm sure you'll like it. For more informa- 
tion contact The Vibroplex Co., Inc., 11 Midtown Park E., 
Mobile, AL 36606.

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Ham Radio in Japan After V-J Day - and Beyond 


by Ronald E. Quirk, WW5S, POB 73614, Metairie, LA 70033-3614 


I was surprised and delighted to read Julian Hirsch's 
(W2KFB) account of Ham Radio in Japan After V-J Day, which 
appeared in the Fall-1995 issue of the QCWA Journal, page 37. 
As it turned out, I was privileged to have served on Johnson 
AAB in 1946-1947, and shared some experiences as a ham 
radio operator similar to those described by Mr. Hirsch. 

1 enlisted in the US Army in July, 1946, and after basic 
training in Ft. Bliss, Texas, was shipped over to Japan arriving 
at Johnson AAB in November of 1946 and assigned to the 
162nd AAA (Anti-Aircraft Artillery) Operations Detachment, 
which in turn was attached to the 325th AAA Searchlight Bat- 
tery. 

The mission of the Searchlight Battery was to provide night 
visual navigation aids to the Fifth Air force while the Opera- 
tions Detatchment maintained radar aircraft plotting and track- 
ing facilities specifically for the Tokyo-Yokohama area. At that 
time, W2KFB's organization, the 3rd Signal Radar Maintenance 
Unit as well as an RCAT (Radio Controlled Aircraft Target) 
unit were also loosely coupled to the 325th. It should be noted 
that in 1947 the colors of the 325th were retired with honor, 
since that unit had provided close combat support for the Pa- 
cific Island invasions. The unit was redesignated the 538th 
AAA Searchlight Battery. 

My early experiences with the 162nd were pretty mundane, 
and as a buck private, among other responsibilities, drew the 
assignment of performing guard duty at the Radar Shed (actu- 
ally an old hanger) on Thanksgiving, Christmas and New Years 
Eve, 1946-47. Later though, I was assigned to operate the de- 
tachment radio, a BC-191 transmitter and BC-342 receiver, with 
a long-wire antenna and counterpoise ground, in the AAA 
battalion net controlled out of Tokyo. 

Our communications chief, Sergeant Salomon, soon rec- 
ognized my interest and zeal regarding radio, which had been 
fueled in my teenage years by my uncle and Elmer, Clint Smith, 
W2EJY. The chief suggested I bone up on radio theory and 
practice code with the idea of getting a valid ham licensee on 
board to operate the unit's under-utilized SCR-399 on the 
amateur bands. This I did, and in May, 1947 we took a trip to 
8th Army HQ in Tokyo for the test. Fortunately, | passed, and 
was issued a Class C ham ticket, and the call sign J2AOA. 

As soon as the license came through, we put up another 
long-wire antenna and got the SCR-399's BC-610 transmitter 
on the air. Sergeant Salomon scrounged a Hammarlund Super 
Pro military equivalent receiver from the Air Corps folks, which 
was used in place of the BC-342 in the hut, and we were in 
business. Since the base electric service supplied by the Japa- 
nese was incompatible with our power supplies, whenever we 
operated it was necessary to crank up one of the PE-95 gaso- 
line generators. Fuel was hauled in from the motor pool via 
jeep cans, and occasionally we ran out of gas before signing 
off a QSO. 

We operated mostly 20 meter phone, and as described by 
W2KEB, the band was really great during that period. We eas- 
ily "worked the world" on 20 meters. One memorable QSO 
was with Don Wallace, W6AM, in Rolling Hills, California. At 
my request Don was able to contact the wife of our Command- 
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The author with one of his first stations, which consisted 
of a Micamold transmitter (6AG7/6L6) which he built from 
a kit and a Hallicrafters S-38 receiver.

ing Officer, Major Lechwar, in Camp Stoneman, California. 
She was waiting for dependent's transportation to Japan, and 
as luck would have it, she had just received orders and was 
shipping our the very next day. Needless to say, this was a 
nifty communications coup for J2AOA. 

The SCR-399 was truly a remarkable radio, and to operate 
it on the ham bands from a DX location was really a ham's 
dream come true. The configuration of the 162nd's SCR-399 
consisted of two BC-342 receivers, the BC-610 transmitter, with 
speech amplifier and antenna tuning unit, transmitter tuning 
units, final amplifier coils, spare tubes and parts, a large set

of crystals, a portable typewriter (upper case only and special 
characters for code copy), microphones and keys (including a 
"bug"), headsets and speakers, whip antenna base and sec- 
tions, etc. All this was enclosed in a neat hut, which was 
mounted on a 2-1/2 ton truck, with trailer containing the PE- 
95 power generator. 

The BC-610 transmitter had a single 250TH final amplifier 
tube, a large bulb for sure, which glowed cherry red when 
putting out full power. The signal was AM modulated by a 
pair of LOOTH tubes which were somewhat smaller than the 
250TH but respectable in size nevertheless. Modification of

equipment was, of course, 
frowned upon in the military. 
Still, this was occasionally 
done, clandestinely. I saw a 
"BC-610 and a half" once, 
which was made by adding a 
second power deck under the 
original, which powered not 
one but two 250TH's as a push- 
pull amplifier, thereby nearly 
doubling the output of the 
original BC-610. 

We did experiment, legally, 
with various types of wire an- 
tennas. These included simple 
dipoles, an inverted L, various 
random wire configurations, a 
vee beam, and a really long 
wire. Perhaps the weirdest was 
suggested by an Air Force ci- 
vilian tech who wandered by 
one day while we were operat- 
ing. He asked if we would mind 
trying two 1/4 wave length 
wires cut for 20 meters, directly 
connected to the output of the 
BC-610. No transmission line or 
tuning unit whatsoever. It only 
took a minute to do this, run- 
ning the "antenna" out the 
emergency door beside the 610. 
It loaded easily, and our first 
CQ netted a station in Hawaii 
giving us a 5-9 plus report from 
Honolulu. However, the three 
inch RF arc drawn from this 
antenna with a pencil con- 
vinced us to get something a 
little "higher". 

Nevertheless, things were 
settling down very nicely in the 
ham radio sector in the 1946- 
1947 era during the early years 
of the Occupation of Japan. The 
Far East Amateur Radio League 
was formed, and a monthly 
bulletin was sent out to all li- 
censed hams, stressing good 
operating procedures, in-band 
operation, courtesy, etc. A 
monitoring station was set up 


in Yokohama to insure that the amateur operations in the Far 
East were consistent with stateside FCC authorized activity. I 
can honestly say that I never heard any discourtesy or appar- 
ent violations on the ham bands while operating J2AOA. 
During this time, I visited a Japanese print shop in the 
local village of Irumagawa, and managed to get the owner, 
who spoke no English, to understand that I needed QSL cards. 
1 had a rough design in mind, and together we "finalized" a 
card. Unfortunately, the end product was not of standard post- 
card size or paper weight, but it was OK, with a kind of home- 
spun look. We sent out many of these cards, most of which 
had to be folded up and placed in envelopes for mailing.

One of the operators at J9ABB on Okinawa took notice of 
the J2AOA QSL. We had become ham friends through frequent 
QSO's, and I was asked to have some cards with the same 
format made up for J9ABB. This I did, with some difficulty 
again with the printer due to language problems. However, 
the cards turned out well, and I delivered them to the Air force 
operations section at Johnson for delivery to Kadena AAB on 
Okinawa. Alas, the cards never arrived, so end of story. Per- 
haps the US mail would have been a much better solution to 
that logistical problem. 

Having been promoted rapidly to Staff Sergeant, acting First 
Sergeant and Communications Chief after Sergeant Salomon 
was shipped home, I became heavily involved in the military 
side of the organization. As a result, ham radio had to be put 
on the back burner somewhat. Supply accountability became 
paramount, and we had frequent inspections, physical inven- 
tories, etc. At one point the Master Gunner made up nomen- 
clature signs for each piece of TO&E (Table of Organization 
and Equipment) gear, and these were appropriately displayed 
in order to expedite the inspection process. I also developed 
and implemented a training program for the unit, including 
Morse code instruction using battery operated TG-5B field 
telegraph sets which were still TO@E equipment then. 

In November, 1947, 1 had to make a decision to either re- 
enlist, or be shipped home on an "early out" program. Although 
it was tempting to remain top NCO and keep hamming away, | 
was determined to get a college education via the GI Bill, so it 
was sayonara to J2AOA, and ohayo to Syracuse University, 
where I was licensed as W2DOB. A quantum leap backward 
in technological sophistication, the rig at Syracuse was a 
Hallicrafters S-38 receiver and a Lettine model 240 transmit- 
ter featuring crystal control, with a single 807 final using plug- 
in oscillator and PA coils. For obvious reasons, the mode of 
choice was now CW. 

At Syracuse University I studied military science and tac- 
tics, in the Advanced ROTC program, and as a Distinguished 
Military Graduate and Second Lieutenant, returned to the Far 
East in 1953, during the Korean War. At this time, as a Rifle 
Platoon Leader with the 17th Infantry, 7th Division, I saw com- 
bat on Porkchop Hill, T-Bone hill, the Alligator Jaws, and other 
"scenic and exciting" places. Due to the extremely bellicose 
agenda of the 224th Chinese Communist Peoples Volunteers 
however, I didn't manage to do any hamming in frozen Cho- 
sen! I did, however, learn the vagaries of the AN/PRC 6 "handy 
talkie" and the dependability of sound powered field tele- 
phones! As the war wound down, I was named Regimental 
Communications Officer of the 17th Infantry. 

Following the cease fire in Korea, I was transferred to 
Okinawa, operating amateur radio station KR60G there, and 
later, now stateside, was named officer-in-charge of the MARS 
station in Fort Sill, OK, K5USA. 

1 left the service in 1956, but I will always remember the 
great experience of licensing and operating J2AOA on 20 
meters in Japan after WW II. WW5s
